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The Marriage License Law,

In this part of the state it is not required
by the clerk of the orphans’ court that
both parties to a proposed marringe shall
present themsalves in person for a license ;
and there seems to be a reasonable doubt
whether the law ever contemplnted that
the presence of the prospective biride was
required ; while in some places, Philadel-
phia for instance, licenses are granted to
otheér parties than those proposing to con-
tract themselves, without requiring either
bride or groom to be present. A law that
18 30 ambiguous should of course be cured
by amendatory legislation : and in so impor-
tant & matter as murringe, regarded sim-
ply nsa civil contract, it would be well to
establish a uniform practice.
